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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or 
in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for 
patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being unpatentable by Bahr et 
al(US2001/0054979A1). 

Regarding claim 1, Bahr discloses an antenna arrangement for mobile radio 
telephones comprising: a board member (earth plate (42)), and at least one antenna 
device (43)_prjnted_on saidix>ard member (42), said at least one antenna device (43) 
including an S-shaped structure. See figure 2, col. 3, lines [006] to lines [0045]. 

Regarding claim 2, Bahr discloses said at least an antenna device includes a 
conductor provided around said S-shaped antenna device to form an S-shaped hollow 
space in said at least one antenna device. See figure 2. 

Regarding claim 3, Bahr discloses wherein said board member (42) includes a 
transmission circuit (43a short circuit) provided thereon, and said at least one antenna 
device (43) includes an output terminal (45) coupled to said transmission circuit (43a 
short circuit). See figure 2, col.3, lines [0039] to lines [0045]. 

Regarding claim 4, Bahr discloses wherein said at least one antenna device (43) 
includes a peripheral segment having two openings formed therein and each defined by 
two ends, and a link segment coupled between two of said ends of said peripheral 
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segment to form said S-shaped structure. See figure 2.
